DREAMER 
In these days when in the kin­ 
dergarten and early grades inanv 
children get great pleasure from 
coloring, a few children don’t find 
such 
activity 
attractive.

these children do with crayon or 
pencil wins little or no approval at 
home or school. 
Perhaps they, 
themselves, feel they can't do such 
things well, so they dawdle and are 
soon told to hurry. 
But while they 
hear other children praised for 
good work and shouting. "See what 
I have made”, these laggards feel 
unworthy and dawdle, daydream 
and squirm and wriggle more. 
As the work advances and more 
form al assignments are made, in 
which the child in the first or sec­ 
ond grade must color, print, draw 
or make checking m arks in answer 
to verbal questions or questions 
printed on sheets of paper or in a 
work book, the pupil who has lag­ 
ged or dawdled over earlier simple 
drawing or coloring 
inclines 
10 
dawdle still more over these more 
complicated assignments. 
In Early Years 
Unfortunately, the child's ability 
to go on inlo the next grade, 1 1 the 
many schools where distinct pro­ 
motion steps are still practiced n 
the early school years, is usually 
judged by the teacher on the basis 
of his skill and speed with crayon 
and pencil. 
This may be a very 
inaccurate measure for some chil­ 
dren 
E ither the child’s lag has been 
reported to the parents or they dis­ 
cover it wrhen he has not been pro­ 
moted 
Sometimes, alas, the par­ 
ents get the idea that the child 
should be forced at home to wield 
the crayon «or pencil and be urged

EDUCATIONAL REFORM 
The University oi Michigan has taken the lead in a 
matter which is arousing interest in the nation's educa­ 
tion system. There students are permitted to grade their 
instructors on qualitie« which either do or do not make 
them satisfactory to tin* student body, a plan unheard 
of until the Michigan school put it into effect. 
Those who are held to be inept at instructional work 
are either transferred or dropped entirely from the faculty. 
The idea is to weed out the misfits. 
In the past it has been taken for granted that any 
person holding a college or university degree was there­ 
fore capable of teaching. This lias not always been true. 
Criticism of the present educational system, if the truth 
were known, stems from the lack of teaching ability dis­ 
played by a certain percentage of instructors.

The students have the most at stake, as a matter of 
fact. They are investing their time and money, and cer­ 
tainly should have a voice in judging the profits from 
jsuch investment.

Calls For Tightening Checks 
The congressm an called for a

checks at A m erican p orts to keep

“T here should be m ore em pha­ 
sis on security before it leaves our 
shores instead of having to find 
out late r on th at som e of o u r stra ­ 
tegic m aterial Is being found be­ 
hind th e Iron cu rtain .” 
U nder U. S. export control laws, 
all goods in short

rials are req u ired export licenses 
and declarations by the O ffice of 
In tern atio n al Trade. 
D. B, S trubinger, custom s budget 
officer, said that custom s inspec­ 
tors do not board m erchant ships 
to exam ine holds illegal shipm ents 
unless suspicions are aroused.

“ It is all a paper control to the 
point th a t th ere are certain de­ 
fined procedures for lading cargo.

Weighs From 10 To 20 Times Less 
Than Fluffy Meringue On 
Well-Baked Pie 


PITTSBURGH. 
April 0 — (INS) 
— A new plastic foam that weighs 
from 10 to 20 times less than the 
fluffy meringue on a well-baked 
pie lias been developed for use as 
an insulating material. 
The substance, developed by a 
29-ytar-old Westinghou.se chemist 
in Pittsburgh, is described as the 
world's lightest solid. 
It is even 
lighter than some gases. 
Robert 
F 
Sterling, the young 
chemist chiefly responsible for the 
new loam, said the product re­ 
sulted from a 3-year search for an 
effective insulating material to fill 
large areas and weight "next to 
not hing.” 
He foresees eventual use of the 
foam to insulale virtually every­ 
thing from soft-drink coolers to 
pre-fabricated 
metal 
houses and 
airplanes. 
The foan is made by heating a 
molasses-like 
synthetic 
resin 
at 
about 350 degrees Fahrenheit until 
it expands to 100 times its original 
volume. Sterling explained. 
Then 
it solidifies, entrapping thousands 
of gas bubbles. 
Resists Fire. Moisture 
Enough of the foam to insulate 
a six-room house weighs only 300 
pounds. 
It resists fire, moisture, 
fungus and insects— and its cost is 
compartively low. 
One marked advantage of the 
new 
substance. 
Sterling 
pointed 
out, is that tt could be shipped in 
its original form, then expanded on 
the scene for Insulation. 
For ex­ 
ample a six-room house could be 
insulated with ju«t one 35 gallon 
barrel of the synthetic resin. 
Sterling said pie meringue may 
outweigh his foam by as much as 
20 times. 
As a m atter of fact, he 
studied pie meringue at the start 
of his research to le irn about light 
materials. 
And in the process, the navy vet­ 
erans conferred at length with a 
home economists at the H J. Heinz 
Co. to learn all he could about 
meringue. 
The home economist now is his 
wife. Margery Sterling.

Shakeup Looming 
For Immigration 
Service Says Clark 


WASHINGTON. April 6.— !INS) 
— Attorney General Clark has ad­ 
mitted to Congress that the Ju s­ 
tice department cannot keep track 
of aliens in the United States and 
has promised a top level Immigra­ 
tion service shakeup. 
In testimony before the House 
Appropriations 
committee 
made 


public today, Clark declared that 
he is “very much worried" about 
the immigration situation and the 
inadequacy of its administration. 
He said: 
“With 
regard 
to immigration, 
frankly I am disturbed about the 
present 
administrative 
efficiency 
of the service . . . I am very much 
worried about it . . . 
“The thing that worries me is 
that we do not seem to have a 
check on every person who comes 
into the United States. We do not 
know where they are.”

“I think some of our top field 


executives 
have

service so long and have reached 
the retirem ent age tha! we should 
replace them with young execu­ 
tives who can bring in new Ideas 
and more effective techniques.
